Walter E. Murphy, 2%. years old, of 
1508 Monroe street, shot and danger- 
ously wounded two men hecause his et1- 
quette at the lunch counter was 
criticised. The shooting took place at 
‘12:45 a. m., Monday, in the saloon of 
August Ebert, at 146 Clinton street. The 
wounded men are Henry Rosemeyer, 22 
years old, the bartender, and Fred 
Pfeiffer, 37, of 2101 North Fifteenth. 
street, who obstructed Murphy’s flight. 

Several. men were conversing with 
the bartender when Murphy, @ stranger 
to them, entered and helped himself to 
a cup of bouillcn at the lunchcounter. 
Guy Moore, 18 years old, of 2202 North 
Fifteenth street, remarked to Rose- 
meyer that the last man who had eatert 
bouillon there had used a oucket, but 
had made less noise. 

Thrice Shoots Bartender. 

Murphy left the saloon in anger and 
in a few minutes returned without coat 
or hat, and with a revolver. Before 
Rosemeyer coula reach a weapon behind 
the bar, he shot the bartender three 
times. 

Murphy then backed out of the s8a- 
loon. As he reached the door he bumped 
into Pfeiffer, who was about to enter 
Turning, he shot Pfeiffer in the face and 
then fired once at Esco Key, 20 years 
old, of 1452 St. Louis avenue, who was 
filling the gasoline tank on his motor 
cycle In the gutter. 

Identified by Mole on Cheek. 

When policemen arrived, Rosemeyer | 
and Pfeiffer were unable to describe} 
their assailant other than that he had a 
mole on the left cheek and wore a blue 
serge suit. 

A squad of police searched more than 
a dozen houses in the neighborhood ‘be- 
fore they found Murphy, undressed and 
preteriding to bé asleep, in a back room 
at’ the home of Mrs. Minnie. Krehimeyer, 
1610 Monroe street: They recognized fim: 
by the mole on his chéek. 

Murphy finally admitted having fired 
the shots, but refused to say why he had 
done so. Rosemeyer was shot in the 
right shoulder, neck and left hand. Pfelf- 
fer was wounded in the right side of the 
face.

DELAY IN MEXICO

Time Spent in Mediation Enables

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Outside of 
the White House and offices of the 
heads of executive departments, there is 
but little hope in Washington of imme- 
diate and satisfactory results of the 
conference at Niagara Falls. 
There is a feeling in official circles 
here that the Constitutionalists are 
courting favor with Secretary Bryan by 
discussing the advisability of sending an 
envoy to Niagara Falls, but without any 
intention of presenting a delegate. The 
Constitutionalists do not want to break 
with Bryan or to in any way offend him, 
but they see nothing in going into a 
conference with the Huerta delegates.

GOES 70 DANVILLE 


Leader of Drys, Found Bound in 
Hut at Columbia, Ill., to Tell 
Story to Grand Jury. 


WETS SCOFF AT STORY 


W hy Should He Have Been Held 
So Long After Campaign Was 
Over? They Ask. 


The Known Facts in 


the Patmont Case 
T: Rev. Louis R. Patmont is 


a militant preacher and antl- 

saloon campaigner living in 
Milwaukee. He is 29 years old and 
came from Russia nine years ago. 
He was employed by the prohibition 
workers as the leader of a dry 
campaign at Westville, near Dan- 
ville, Ill., last March. He disap- 
peared March 31, a week before the 
election, having been last seen at 
6:80 p. m, of that day on the out- 
skirts of the town. 

Saloon men of Westville, deny- 
ing responsibility for his disappear- 
ance, offered a reward of $500 for 
information about him or evidence 
connecting liquor interests with his 
disappearance. The man’s disap- 
pearance was made an issue in the 
Westville and Danville elections. 
Both towns went wet. 

Patmont was found Saturday aft- 
ernoon in a vacant log cabin near 
Columbia, IL, bound hand and 
foot, with a gunny sack over his 
head. He had been gagged with a 
coarse cloth, but had chewed the 
cloth to pieces, and his cries for 
help were heard by a farmhand, 
He says he was beaten and kid- 
naped by four men and kept in a 
cellar until] he was taken to the 
house near Columbia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DANVILLE, Ill, Mey 2.—The Rev. 
Louis R. Patmont, anti-liquor cam- 
paigner, who was missing for more than 
seven weeks after his mysterious dis- 
appearance from Westville, near here, 
March 31, and who was found, bound 
and blindfolded, in a hut near Columbia, 
Ill., 18 miles southeast of St. Louis, 
Saturday afternoon, was brought here 
from St. Louis, Sunday night. 

The Vermillion County grand jury, 
which meets here this afternoon, will 
hear Patmont'’s amazing story that he 
was kidnaped by four men and car- 


Great interest is taken here in Pat- 
mont’s story. It has been generally ac- 
cepted by the dry sympathizers as true, 
and the drys declare that the develop- 
ments of the last two days prove their 
charge, made during the local option 
fight here, that saloon sympathizers 
kidnaped Patmont because of his ac- 
tivity in the campaign. 


Wets Scoff at Story. 

The wets, on the other hand, are 
skeptical as to Patmont’s narrative, ana 
some of them are openly scoffing at it, 
and are asking why, even if the minister 
were kidnaped to get him out of the 
campaign in this county, he should have 
been held so long after the campaign 
was over. The election in Westville was 
April 7, and in Danville April 21, and 
both were wet victories. _ 

Patmont says that his captors evident- 
ly were afraid to let him go, and that 
they took him to the lonely cabin near 
Columbia in order to burn him to death 
there. He says that, in his belief, the 
cabin would have been burned Saturday 
night if a farmhand had not found and 
released him during the afternoon. 

Patmont is a guest at the home of the 
Rev. J. F. Bickle, pastor of the First 
Church of Christ, who was a leader in 
the search for him. Lately, Dr. Bickk, 
with Patmont’'s other friends, had given 
him up for dead. 

A week before Patmont’s disappear- 
ance from Westville, he wrote a letter, 
which was found later, saying that 
threats to kidnap him had been made 
and asking fhat, in case those threats 
should be carried out, “‘some faitiful fol- 
lower of Christ” would care for his fam- 
ily. 

Met by Father and Mother. 

Patmont’s aged father and mother, 
who live in Chicago, were summoned 
to Danville and met Patmont at Dr. 
Bickle’s home this morning. There was 
an affecting scene when they met. The 
minister’s wife and children, who had 
returned to the wife's home in New- 
ark, N. J., in the belief that Patmont 
was dead, are on the way here. 


Told How He Wrote Appeal. 

One of the remarkable incidents of 
Patmont’s story was his providential 
possession of a small pellet of lead, 
which he had used as a sinker on a 
fishing line. With this, he said, he 
wrote on a fly leaf in a small Polish 
cletionary he had in his pocket, stat- 
ing he was a prisoner in a cellar in 
n house near by. He also requested 
the finder of the note to give it to the 


As he was being led out of the cellar 
to be placed in an automobile, he said, 
he dropped the dictionary, but appar- 
ently no one ever found it.

WRECK A COFFEE 
HOUSE; 15 INJURED 


Battle in Granite City’s ‘‘Hun- 
gry Hollow” Follows Argu- 
ment on Balkan Politics. 


All the dishes, tables chairs, coun- 


ters, light fixtures and windows in 
Agrand Parizian’s coffee house, ad- 
joining his ‘‘Blue Goose’ saloon in 
Granite City, were broken Sunday when 


50 of his customers all started to fight 
at the same time. 

Fifteen men were so badly hurt that 
they required surgical attention and 
seven were arrested. Four of these were 
captured single-handed ty Polic2man 
Sehoyan after he had been beaten by the 
rioters. 

The saloon and coffee house are near 
the section of Granite City Known 4s 
Hungry Hollow and inhabited mainly 
by immigrants from the Balkan states. 

Argument Over Balkan Politics. 

Parizian said the only cause he could 
assign for the fight was that about 9 p. 
m. an animated discussion of politics in 
Southern Europe and the near Eust was 
started by several of the roffee drinkers. 
Representatives of several Balkan coun- 
tries were in the gathering and each 
loudly proclaimed that his own country 
was the best. 

Suddenly tables were overturned and 
fights started in all parts of the room, 
Parizian said. Combatants tore sections 
of pipe from the kitchen range for use 
as weapons. Cups and saucers, plates 
and catsup bottles went sailing about the 
room. Chair handles and table legs were 
wrenched off and used as clubs. 

While the fight raged in the coffee 
house all was quiet in the adjoining sa- 
loon where customers who had not come 
from the Balkans were drinking beer. 

Beaten With Own Club. 

Patrolman Sehoyan, the only police- 
man on duty in the neighborhood, ran 
into the coffee house. He was at- 
tacked by several rioters. They tore 
his star from his 
with his own club. Sehoyan ran into 
the saloon and telephoned a riot call.

Under the 
present charter anyone sent to the 
workhouse is allowed only 50 cents a day 
in serving out his fine. Light fines re- 
sult in long terms of imprisonment, 
greatly to the detriment of the poor 
man who cannot pay, Miller said. All 
this is wiped out by the new charter, 
which provides that $8 a day shall be 
allowed for time served in the work- 
hceuse. 

The second feature which should ap- 
peal to organized labor, Miller said, was 
the eight-hour work day for city work, 
at prevailing rate of wages. 

“What more could organized labor 
ask for than it is getting under the new 
charter?” Miller asked. 

Finds Too Much Criticism. 

Miller criticised the tactics of the op- 
ponents of the new charter. He de- 
clared there was too great a tendency 
on the part of the opposition to char- 
acterize those who disagreed with them 
as crooks and boodlers.

EMPRESS BURIAL 


Dowager’s Body Borne Through 
» Streets in Car Drawn by 
White, Oxen. 


STREETS MADE NOISELESS 


Men Bearing Evergreen Trees 
Scattered Through Imposing 
Procession. 


TOKIO, May 2%.—Tokio was lit by a 
million torches and lanterns last night 
‘when the body of the Empress Dowager 
Haruko was borne through the streets in 
a funeral car drawn by white oxen. Vir- 
tually the entire American colony viewed 
the procession. 

It is a rule that no Japanese -subiect 
may look down upon a royal personage 
from elevated points, whether the royal- 
ties be dead or alive. In strict observ- 
ance of this, every door and window 
above the first floors along the funere] 
route was closed, and dark. 

The ceremonies were the culmination 
of a series of services held daily since 
the official death of the Empress Dow- 
ager April ll. Her actual death occurred 
two days earlier at Numaé@zu, but tradi- 
tion prescribés that no member of the 
Imperial family can die outside the cap- 
ital, so the body of the Empress was 
conveyed to Tokio, and driven smartly 
to the Aoyama Palace in a closed pri- 
vate carriage. At the palace she “offi- 
clally’’: died a few hours later. ' 

Temple on Military Field. 

In the six weeks since then, a special 
temple was erected on the Yoyogi mili- 
tary field, southwest of the city, where 
the main funeral service was held. In 
the morning the service of “installation 
ef the spirit’’ was performed with great 


‘| ceremony. The Emperor, the Empress, 


Princes and Princesses of the blood were 
present to pray before the shrine. 

By noon crowds, augmented by thou- 
sands from the country, filled the 
streets. The people stood for hours 
vaiting for the cortege. At dusk when 
the illumination of the route had been 
completed the Imperial coffin was 
placed in the fureral car at Oayama 
Palace, and the procession formed with 
a large military force at its head. Amid 
dull yellow and white banners and 
torches came the funeral commissioners, 
accompanied by their secretaries and 
court servants dressed in ancient robes. 
Interspersed were men bearing ever. 
green trees. 

The advance of the cortege was almost 
noiseless, the streets having been cov- 
ered with a thick layer.of sand. The 
funeral flutes were heard as the funeral 
car itself approached. It was led by 
Baren Hatano, minister of the Imperial 
household, a striking figure in white, 
whose way was emblazened by torches. 
* " Oxen” Covered’ With White. 

Three white oxen in reserve plodded 
ahead of the two which were yoked to 
the funeral car. The car was ‘of cubic 
form, with its interior exquisitély lac. 
quered, partly in black and partly in 
chestnut. Bamboo blinds hung from the 
square openings, and brass curtains from 
the side. The oxen were covered with a 
rare white cloth and their horns were 
wound with material of the same tex- 
ture. The people bowed and wept as the 
imperial hearse advanced. 

Later came hundreds of priests and 
bearers of the court gongs and the tam- 
bours, and oi many-colored streamers 
and banners. The Princes of the blood, 
each with his retinue, holders of high 
imperial orders, Lords-in-Waiting, mem- 
bers of the Diet and several regiments 
of military and bodies of marines 
swelled the line. 

A sacred gateway marked the entrance 
to the temple ground. The Emperor and 
Empress already had arrived and were 
seated on a throne near the principal 
shrine, while the diplomatic corps, in- 
cluding George W. Guthrie, the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, also had taken places 
in @ reserved section. 

Standing watch fires, in imitation of 
those used in the imperial court yards 
in ancient days, made up of pine fag- 
gots, were ablaze in various parts of the 
temple in iron baskets set on tripods. 

Offerings Made at Shrine. 

When the funeral car had been drawn 
up before the chief shrine, the dirge was 
chanted and food offerings were given. | 
Other offerings included gold brocade, 
damasks, silks and silk thread, ail 
placed in a box made of willow branches. 

The Emperor paid his homage by read- 
ing an address. He was followed by 
others representing. the court and the 
Empire. These over, the curtains were 
drawn before the ‘shrine and the im- 
perial coffin was borne to a special train 
conveying it to Momoyama, near Kioto, 
to be laid ‘away in a plot of land near 
the mausoleym of the Emperor Mutsu- 
hite. At the departure, cannons thun. 
dered from Shinagawa Bay several miles 
away and a vast body of mourners 
bowed their — reverences.

If there was a conspiracy in the board to “do” la- 
bor, certainly Charles Hertenstein of the Typo- 
sraphical would have denounced it and re- 
rused to sign the charter. 

On the board is Col. Fred Gardner, a proven 
friend of labor, in whom the labor unions have 
expressed confidence.

The other members of the board are law- 
yers and business men of a. representative char- 
acter.. Lawyers on the board who are identified 
with corporate interests are in a helpless minor- 
ity.

These provisions of the charter are deadly to 
interests inimical to public interests.

The unicameral form of legislature, yith mem- 
bers elected at large, is not favorable to the 
interests inimical to public interests, because all 
the people have a voice in the selection of their 
representatives.

Another objection to the new charter was that 
it would take 20 years to decide the validity of 
the document. Boston, Cleveland, Galveston, Des 
Moines and a host of other cities have new char- 
ters, but are not hampered by litigation.

OTH the manufacture and sale of 
B matches containing white phos- 

phorous will be brought to an end 

on July 1, 1915. This new law was 
passed by Congress after years of agi- 
tation and after a long educational cam- 
paign that made the public aware of the 
terrible effects produced on the opera- 
tives in match factories through work- 
ing with white phosphorous, and brought 
out the fact that there were other 
rorms of phosphorous not of a poisonous 
nature. Phosphorous is obtained from 
bones, which consist mainly of phospor- 
ous and lime chemically combined with 
each other and with organic matter. 
The two forms most commonly seen are 
white phosphorous and red phosphorous. 
The white phosphorous is poisonous,

Passing of the Poisonous Match. 


Under the new law only two kinds of 
matches will be in use—the so-called 
“safety’’ match, which ignites when 
scratched on a specially prepared sur- 
face on the side of the box, and the 
‘‘birdseye’’ match, which can be ignited 
on any dry surface, after the manner of 
the white-phosphorous match. The main 
ingredient of the ‘‘safety’’ match is 
chlorate of potash, while the surface on 
which it is to be lighted is painted with 
red phosphorous. 
for the tip of the ‘‘birdseye’’ match is 
sesquisulphide of phosphorous, a com- 
pound of comparatively harmless na- 
ture. In making these matches, the first 
dip coats the end of the match with 
an inert substance which keeps the 
match burning after it is lighted, while 
the second dip places on the end of this 
subtance the sesquisulphide tip. A tem- 
perature of over 300 degrees Fahrenheit 
is required for igniting these matches. 
They cannot be ignited through being 
stepped on, they do not spark or fly, 
and are not explosive. They are there- 
fore much safer than the so-called 
‘safety’ match.

Delicately toast rounds of bread, then 
butter each one nicely; pit a pint of 
cherries; stew with two tablespoonfuls

LOCAL BOY SCOUI 
LEADER IS A ‘WET 


Ministerial Alliance Asked to 
Use Influence to Force Re- 
moval of H. H. Simmons. 


Charges that H. H. Simmons, Scout 
Commissioner of the Boy Scout move- 
ment in St. Louis, was favorable to the 
liquor business, were placed before the 
Ministerial Alliance, composed of clergy- 
men of Protestant denominations Mon- 
day, in a letter from the St. Louis 
branch of the Women’s Christian Tem - 
perance Union. 

The letter, which was signed by Miss 
Fannie D. Robb, secretarv of the W. C. 
T. U.,- stated that Simmons had been 
reported as having criticised Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels for his anti-liquor 
order, and as having treated with dis- 
courtesy another scout officer, who dis- 
agreed with him on the matter. The 
ministers were asked to investigate the 
matter, and, if the charge should be up- 
held, to endeavor to have Simmons re- 
moved. 

Letter Causes Warm Discussion. 

The letter said Simmons had spoken 
disrespectfully of Secretary Daniels, 
in connection with the anti-liquor 
order, and had included Congress: 
man Hobson and Major-General Fred- 
erick D. Grant in his remarks. The 
women declared that the churches 
were closely identified with the Boy 
Scout movement, and that they should 
endeavor to keep it from being con- 
trolled by those favoring the liquor 
interests. 

The letter caused a warm discussion. 
The Rev. Grant A. Robbins, pastor of 
Union Methodist Church, said he was 
against the saloons, and upheld Dan- 
iels’ order, but that he _ considered 
whatever Simmons might have said to 


the Alliance to take up. ; 

The Rev. Jerrie Johnson, pastor of 
the Winnebago Presbyterian Church, ar- 
gued in favor of investigating the mat- 
ter. He said the influence of the Boy 
Scout movement should be directed pos- 
itively against the liquor business, and 
that scouts should be trained in the 
principle of total abstinence. 

Investigating Committee Named. 

The chairman, the Rev. 8. E. Ewing, 
appointed a committee, consisting of 
the Rev. E. L, Clark, the Rev. BD. J. 
Kulp and the Rev. L. W. McCreery, to 
investigate the matter and report at the 
next monthly meeting. 

The Rev. Dr. S. H. Woodrow, pastor 
of Pilgrim Congregational Church, was 
elected president of the Alliance. He 
made a short talk, in which he spoke 
of conditions in Washington, his for- 
mer home, and said he hoped St. Louis 
would some day send to Washington a 
member of Congress, in either branch,

Leading Shares Reflect a Light 
Speculative Demand in 
Late Session.

NEW YORK, May 2%.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review, 
today, says: 

“In the course of the day's news, 
ther€é were again several developments 
which, with the Stock Exchange in a 
normal condition of activity, would 
surely have called forth some response. 
But today’s market hardly stirred. In 
amount of business done, it practically 
duplicated the small total of last F'ri- 
day,( which was itself the smallest since 
the “low day” of last November, and 
in movement of prices, today was dis- 
tinguished only by a backward and for- 
ward swing, within narrow fractional 
limits, 

“As for the news, the first had to do 
with the absence of the expected large 
gold engagements. Only $2,000,000 was 
announced during business hours; 
though foreign exchange rates remained 
where they were las week, and the 
failur to complet gold ngotiations may 
have meant merely postponement for a 
more favorable steamer date. 

“Over Sunday news from the harvest 
country was encouraging. Last week’s 
larger estimates of the damage from 
insect pests seemed to have been unan- 
imously rduced. In addition, highly fa- 
vorable estimates of indicate yield 
came from the trans-Missouri winter 
Wheat states—notably Oklahoma, where 
the State Agricultural Department now 
foreshadows a possible crop of 4,000,000 
bu, as against 385,600,000 bu, conceded 
in the Washington report of a fortnight 
ago, and a previous maximum yield, in 
1910, of 25,500,000 bu. 

Missouri Pacific a Question. 

“All that éame to light during the 
day regarding the question of extend- 
ing the Missouri Pacific and Boston 
& Maine notes, was that creditors of 
the first named company were gen- 
erally consenting to such extension, 
and that a chance of. getting the 
requisite total of assents was at least 
presented by leaving the matter oper 
for a few weeks more. 

“But neither to these  considera- 
tions, nor to anything else in the 
news of the day, did the Stock Ex- 
change pay any serious attention. 

“Phe market ended with as com- 
plete inertia as it began. European 
Stock Exchanges did not seem to be 
much more active than our own: the 
ony noteworthy movement being a 
recovery of nearly % point in British 
consols. 

Supreme Court Decision. 

“The Supreme Court's decision, on, an 
old case involving the now familiar ques- 
tion of thg status of ‘tap lines’ linking 
industrial plants with adjacent rail- 
way systems, was more perplexing than 
illuminating. : 

“Its purport on its face seemed to be 
opposed altogether to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s recent attitude, 
that railways may introduce extensive 
economics by cutting off the particular 
facilities, heretofore granted to manu- 
facturing plants, with such short lines. 

“If the decision should, on further ex- 
amination, prove to be thus sweeping. 
then it would bear decidedly on the 
pending rate case, in which tt has been 


pesal of such economies would be urged 
as a reason why the whole 5-per-cent 
rate increase should not be granted. 

“But there is more than one system 
of ownership and operation pursued in 
the various ‘tap lines,’ and the scope of 
the decision cannot be judged offhand.
